RESOLUTION 2015 (LXI) EXCEPT FOR ADDITIONAL ENDORSEMENT OF THE 
MAPUTO DECLARATION CALL FOR ASSISTANCE TO NATIONAL 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA. RES 2015 

WAS ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS BUT WITH U.S. AND SIX OTHER 
PRINCIPAL WEO'S EXPRESSING RESERVATIONS PARTICULARLY RE 
CALL ON AGENCIES TO GIVE DIRECT MORAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 
TO NLM'S.

THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, 

( 1 ) HAVING EXAMINED THE REPORT OE THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, THE 
REPORT OP THE PRESIDENT OP THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, AND 

THE ANNUAL REPORT OP THE ADMINISTRATIVE COMMITTEE ON CO-ORDINATION 
POR 1976/1977, CONCERNING THE ITEM ENTITLED "IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO COLONIAL 
COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES BY THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND THE 
INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTIONS ASSOCIATED WITH THE UNITED NATIONS", 

(2) RECALLING GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 1514 (XV) OF 14 DECEMBER

(4) CONVINCED THAT THE STRUGGLE OF THE PEOPLES OP ZIMBABWE AND 
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NAMIBIA FOR SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE HAS ENTERED ITS 
PINAL AND MOST CRUCIAL STAGE AND THAT IT IS THEREPORE INCUMBENT 
UPON THE ENTIRE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO UNDERTAKE CONCERTED 
INTERNATIONAL ACTION IN SUPPORT OP THE PEOPLES OP ZIMBABWE AND 
NAMIBIA AND THEIR NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS POR THE ATTAINMENT 
OP THIS GOAL, 

(5) DEEPLY CONSCIOUS OF THE CRITICAL NEED OP THE PEOPLES OP 
ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA AND OF OTHER COLONIAL TERRITORIES POR CONCRETE 
ASSISTANCE PROM THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND THE INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS ASSOCIATED WITH THE UNITED NATIONS IN THEIR

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1 . TAKES NOTE OF THE REPORT OE THE PRESIDENT OE THE ECONOMIC

CONTINUED TO CO-OPERATE IN VARYING DEGREES WITH THE UNITED 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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NATIONS AND THE ORGANIZATION OE AERICAN UNITY IN THE IMPLEMEN- 
TATION OE THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OE INDEPENDENCE TO

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6. URGES THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONS

SIEICATION OE THE LIBERATION STRUGGLE IN ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA, 

TO DO ALL POSSIBLE AS A MATTER OF URGENCY TO RENDER INCREASED 
ASSISTANCE TO THE PEOPLES OF THOSE TERRITORIES AND THEIR NATIONAL

RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL, AND BEARING IN MIND THE PROVISIONS OF THE MAPUTO 
DECLARATION, TO CONTINUE TO TAKE ALL NECESSARY MEASURES TO 
WITHHOLD ANY FINANCIAL, ECONOMIC, TECHNICAL OR OTHER ASSISTANCE

ENABLE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
RECOGNIZED BY THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY TO PARTICIPATE 
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FULLY IN THE PROCEEDINGS RELATING TO MATTERS CONCERNING THEIR 
RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES, AND CALLS UPON THOSE INTERNATIONAL INSTIT- 
UTIONS WHICH HAVE NOT YET DONE SO TO FOLLOW THIS EXAMPLE AND

REGARD TO THE RECOMMENDATIONS CONTAINED IN PARAGRAPH 6 ABOVE, 

TO FORMULATE WITH THE ACTIVE CO-OPERATION OF THE ORGANIZATION OE 
AFRICAN UNITY AND TO SUBMIT, AS A MATTER OF PRIORITY, TO THEIR 
GOVERNING AND LEGISLATIVE ORGANS CONCRETE PROPOSALS FOR THE
